RETIRIN GRANT. 


Two Bills Only Waiting an Opportunity to 
Suspend the Rules. 


WasHINGTON, January 29.—General Slocum, 
speaking of the prospect of getting General 
Grant upon the retired list of the army, said 
there were pending two bills which had that 
object in view, the first of which mentions 
General Grant by name. This passed the 
eenate with only one dissenting vote. 
The second, which was so framed as 
to avoid the difficulty expressed in 
tne veto of the Fitzjohn Porter bill, had passed 
the senate while General Slocum, under in- 
structions from the military committee of the 
house, was awaiting an opportunity to bring 
the first bill before that body. ‘Some friends 
of General Grant,’’ said Representative Slocum, 
‘wanted me to call up the second bill instead 
of tfie first, which, of course, I could not do, 


as I was acting under instructions from my 
committee. The house: committee then 
took up the two bills and _ discussed 


them fully, and the question was whether the 
instructions that bad already been given me 
should be changed, and I should be instructed 
to bring up the second bill or not.

The ex-presideat’s 
visit will be purely a socia! one. His health 
continues to be a source of ‘itude to his 
friends, and his spirits have by no means 
been brightened by the bickerings in the 
house of representatives over the proposition to 
place him upon the retired list cf the army, 

he wish which has for years been nearest his 
heart is that this act of justice should be done 
him. His disappointment that it has not 
already been done is keen, and it is due in a 
great measure to a bjt of secret history, of 
which a few of the old leaders of the repub- 
lican party relates an interesting story as fol- 
lows:

Finally he agreed to ac- 
cept the nomination; but not until senator, 
afterward vice-president, Wilson, who was 
then chairman of the senate military commit- 
tee, had given a pledge for the republican 
leaders that the general’s position should 
be kept open for him. This offer he re- 
fused to accept because it would have been an 
act of injustice to Generals Sherman and Sher- 
idan. Having declined to profit by this ar- 
rangement, he bas felt since, and féels now, 
that, as the passage of such a measure as the 
sepate bill will not interfere with a proper re- 
cognition of his old comrades in arms, it is but 
an act of pure justice to him that he be given 
the benefits proposed by the bill.

THE LATEST FROM THE ENGLISH 
COLUMNS. 


Metamneh Held by Thirteen fFhnousand A4rabs—Stew- 
art’s Men Preparing for Another Battle—The 
Advance of General Earle to the Front 
—Other News From Egypt. 


Loxpvox, January 29.—Some of the wounded 
rebels who were taken prisoners by General 
Stewart’s force, declare that a Frenchmen 
Ollivier Pair, 1s in command at Metamneh, 
All the prisoners state that they consider the 
mahdi’s cause lost. Itis reported that ‘the 
mahdi is sending away all his valuables to a 


place of safety, and this is taken as an indica- 
tion that he himself is growing doubtful of 
success. 

General Wolseley telegraphed from Korti 
this morning that he had received reports from 
the surgeons at Gubat stating that Stewart is 
doing well. No attempt had been made to 
extract the bullet which entered the thigh and 
is now lodged in the region of the groin. The 
hospital for the wounded and disabled of Stew- 
art’s command is pitched on the bank of the 
Nile. 

They are all housed in cosy tents, and are 
provided with comfortable beds obtained from 
the natives. In view of the many hardships 
and deprivations which the wounded men 
have had to suffer, and the almost constant 
moving to which they have been subjected, 
most of them are making wonderful progress 
towards recovery. In the cases of about two- 
thirds of the wounded the injuries are very 
bad, and among this class a great number 
of surgical operations are still necessary. 
As many as possible of the wounded are being 
sent back to Abu-Klea wells. The supplies 
in the vicinity of the post at Gubat are plen- 
tiful, and the army will have to make no de- 
mand on their base of supplies, if the natives 
continue to bring their produce in. 

THE NEWS FROM EARLE’S COLUMN. 

The advices received from Hamdab at8 

o’clock last night, concerning the expedition 


which left there for Berlin Monday last 
under General Earle, stata that the Black- 
watch and Staffordshire regiments 


arrived at Kabd el Abak cataract yesterday. 
Pefore reaching the cataract the cavalry 
scouts, who were two miles in advance, ex- 
changed fire with some hostile natives. The 
Arabs made an attack, but weresoon driven 
back by tbe cavalry and the camel corps,when 
these came up. Soon after this these two 
corps captured the village of Warag. A num- 
ber of cattle and sheep were also seized. The 
Arabs retreated in the direction of Birti. The 
news concerning the operations of the un- 
friendly Arabs along the Red sea continues 
to grow more serious. Massa- 
web is almost in a starving 
couditions with gloomy prospects of relief. The 
Arabs make attacks in force almost every night 
upon Suakin, and during the dark, firing 
against the garrison is ulmost continual. The 
garrison has been greatly strengthened by the 
arrival of 40 British troops. 

News has been received of a desperate at-— 
tack upon the Galabat garrison, in which 100 
of the rarrison and 800 of the enemy were 
killed. 

EULOGY OF STEWART.

Savannah News: The assignment of A. A. Winn, 
cotton facter avd commission mercha:t, created 
some stir yesterday in business circles.

The cause of Major Winn’sembarrassment 
was the maturity of accommodation paper which 
be was unable to meet and which went to protest. 

The mat- 
ter is claimed to be rather in the nature ofa 
liguidation than a failure, as it 1s stated that all 
creditors will be paid in full as soon as certain 
securities can be realized upon. . TRe assignment 
is without preference, and is causing no uneasiness,

This additional tax, and the one 
abd one-fourth per cent, which it is -thought will 
be required, anyway, if the publicschools, etc., are 
kept up, presentsa dilemma (while the charter 
limits to.one and one-fourth) from which prohibi- 
tionists nrust extricate us and I fear the promised 
contribution from washer-women will fall short of 
the remedy. 

Prohibitionists lament greatly over the tears of 
the orpbans and widow, but will not see that if 
they succeed they add, as I have said, an addition- 
al burden on egery widow who has a little home 
and a little personal property in the city. I tell 
von a little common sense and less gush is needed 
in hk oking at this question. 

I honor the cloth, but I submit that even rever-- 
end gentlemen whose calling does not accustom 
them to looking at things from a business pointof 
view, ought not to leavé their work of labor and 
love to hurl anthemas and to urge people. to de- 
stroy the value of my property, aud especially as, 
in the light of experience, our most infallible 
gcuide, probibition, does not prohibit. These gen- 
tlemen are all my friends, and my pockét-book is 
oyen to them 2#tall hours, so long as_ there’s a 
dollar in it for furthering the cause of humanity, 
but even if had no higher motive 
than thataeseribed to me by the young orator 
in his recent speech at tbe city hall, the 
protection of my own property is sufficient and 
proper grounds for the position I take in this mat 
ter. I think that the business men and property 
owners of this town will see also, upon: proper re- 
flection, that I speak for their interest as well as 
my own. As Billie Wright said, in effect, at the 
city ball, fellows who have. never made anything

The mat- 
ter. so fat as Rome is concerned, ought to have 
been settled by Rome’s citizens and property- 
owners, giving the humblest as well as the greatest 
a voice. There is but one little saloon in the 
county outside of the city, and yet the country 
people are to be brought down, like an avalanche, 
to overwhelm and force this thing upon us. Weil, I 
submit, it was a smart trick of the prohibitionists, 
and worthy of the old-time priest-craft and the 
more mocéern deWagogry; but have a care that 
some day such methods do not prove a boomerang 
to those who employ them.

abroad, Ifthere was error inJjiuis statememts or in 
bis conclusion, they emanated from misrepresen- 
tations to him, on the one hand, or from the er- 
roneous workings of his own judgment, on the 
other. The letter was not intended to be “‘sensa- 
tional” nor was it written in a spirit of ‘‘affected,” 
but genuine ‘fairness and- sympathy.’’ In the 
light of modern journalism. abuses are considered.

The whole truth as to the condition of a city is 
not told by her citizens. Bouuad to her by every 
endearing tie, they become enamored of her faults 
es wellas of her virtues, While they see very much 
to praise, they look with too lenient an eve upon 
much that should be condemned. Nevertheless 
they should not beeome indignant when the truth 
istold. The writer asserts that the main facts of 
the letter cannot be gainsaid. ‘The little theory 
about the cavalier blood, slow methods and old 
regime,’’ was intended to apply to the south in 
general; but it seems to bave aroused the ire of C.

{ It is universally admitied thatitisa great 
show.

But good 
as if is, it is beset with scandals and hedged 
out with obstructions. There are ramors 
of mismanagement, strikes, pettifoggery, and 
general inefliciency. We suspect that the 
lack of money is at the bottom of all the 
trouble. are bright and able 
men, and have given themselves to their 
work with devoted earnestness. Without 
money, o2: short of money, they can do noth- 
ing to clear away the clouds that hang about 
the big show. 

The salt that will save New Orleans 
it strikes us, is in the bands of the railroads, 
The exposition cannot run unless the people 
goto see it. Subscriptions taken up for 
temporary deficiencies do very well, but they 
cannot be depended on. Whatis needed is 
a steady stream of people going in the gates 
and paying their admission fee. This can be 
secured by the raiiroads and by no other 
power, ‘One centa mile’ isthe shibboleth 
of success for Mr. Burke and his able coad- 
yutors., This was’ what saved the Atlanta 
exposition and made it & meagre success, It 
is all that will save the New Orleans exposi- 
tion.

THE ‘EXTRA ALLOWANCE,’’ 

We understand that some members of con- 
gress have been annoyed at the remarks of 
certain newspapers concerning the pilfering 
which is carried on under the skirts of the 
“contingent fund,”’ These members, as we 
learn from the New York Herald, claim that 
“they have been placed in a false position by 
various newspaper paragraphs criticising the 
purchases for the stationery room and calca- 
Jated to convey the impression that the books 
and opera glasses which frequently figure in 
the list of such purchases are obtained by 
members free of cost.”” The irritated con- 
gressmen further claim that these purchases 
are made with the $125 annual extra allow- 
ance which is a part of each congressman’s 
perquisites. 

Now, the truth of ‘the matter is, the $125 
extra allowance, in addition to salary and 
mileage, which congressmen voted them- 
selyes, was ostensibly for the purpose 
of enabling senators and repre- 
sentatives to obtain stationery and 
newspapers. We print elsewhere an acticle 
from the New York Sun which gives the 
status of the whole matter, and we may say 
here that it is not creditable to congress. 

We have no time to hunt up the history of 
this $125 extra allowance. We presume it 
was yoted by a republican congress. without 
any very serious protest on the part of dem- 
ocrats, and it has thus become notonly a 
law, but a very comfortable custom. THe 
ConstTiTUTION has used some very plain lan- 
guage in regard to the matter, and we should 
be very glad to print an explanation show- 
ing that our remarks were not justified by 
the real facts of the case. But the explana- 
tion in regard to the extra allowance of $125 
a year simply makes the case a little worse 
than we had supposed; for it shows that 
instead of a few congressmen slipping around 
and making extraordinary purchases at the 
expense of the people, the last man of them 
is engaged in pocketing an “extra allow- 
ance’ of $125 a year above and beyond his 
salary and mileage—some taking it in the 
shape of merchandise and some taking it in 
the shape of money. 

It is well known that congressmen are stp- 
plied with stationery out of the common 
stock, andthey bave other privileges and 
perquisites which haye grown up around 
their offices; but, as the Sun says, there 

no reason why the tax-payers of the coun- 
try called on to supply members

We know very well that there are no dem- 
ocratic congressmen, certainly none from the 
who are anxious to avail themselves 

eto pilfer. The $125 extra 
sown by the items of expen- 
diture frcm the contingent fund, is a fraud 
upon the people, and we speak in behalf of 
the democratic members of congress when 
‘esay thatitevght to be promptly abol- 
ished, It is an unnecessary allowance, 
and runs counter to every suggestion of 
democratic economy in the admmistration 
of affairs. itis very comfortable as a repub- 
lican precedent, but democrats cannot afford 
to attempt to excuse it or to bolster it up. 

We know of no democratic member of 
congress who bas been placed in a false posi- 
tion by the comments of Tar ConsTiTuTION 
and other newspapers; but it will not do for 
any congressman to say that his purchase of 
books, trunks, grip-sacks, hat-boxes, razor- 
straps, opera-giasses and other articles of 
general merchandise, does not come out of 
the pockets of the tax-payers of the country. 
The most that any irritated congressman can 
do is to claim that the $125 “extra allow- 
ance’ gives him a sort of shabby excuse for 
the purcbase of these things, but he cannot 
go before his constituents and claim that the 
“extra allowance” is in the interests of econo- 
my, or that it is necessary.

He Gets Scme Threatening Letters, One of 
Which Seunds Very Homelike, 
From the New York Sun. 

When Dynamite O’Donovan Rossa sorted his 
wail yesterday he struck a postal card from Phila- 
delphia the first thing. On the back of the card 
was 2 skull and cross bones sketchedin blood-red 
ink. Thesender saidthat the skull and eross- 
bones were the remnants of Rossa. Until a re- 
porter Came around and translated the inscription 
the dynamiter couldn’t make out this Latin, 
‘Canes timidi vehementius latrant,’’ that was 
written under the bones. 

“Oh, it’s the cowardly curs that bark hardest, is 
it?’’ muttered the dyuamiter, as hedrove a rusty 
dagger through the end of anenvelope that was 
postmarked Pittsburgh. This letter dropped to 
the floor: - 

“O'Donovan Rossa—Fiend: Iand four of my 
companions have vowed torid the earth of your 
loathsome presence. Three of my friends have 
been tracking your footsteps forthe last twenty- 
eight horus, and I shall arrive in New York Mon- 
day, and I pledge my word as an Englishman that 
wherever and whenever I meet you, eitherin 
yutlicor private, I wil! send a bullet ‘through 
your eowardly heart. Think not you can evade 
us. We know you. we know your haunts and 
habits, andas sure as the sun rises and sets 
so sure shall you die. You are agcoward ania 
mouster. If you had the courage of aman [would 
meet you pistol to pistol, but 1 know you to be a 
cowardly assassin, and I and my friends and Eag- 
land sba)l no lopger suffer at the hands of a viper 
who is afraid tostrike like aman, and who, by 
God's help, shall be shotasa venomous beast.

Curing a Cold in the Head. 
The Family Doctor in Household Words. 

The commonest tyre of cold is that called “cold 
in the head,’’ to distinguish it from ‘“‘cold on the 
chest.’” This ‘‘cold in the head”’ has certain well- 
marked symptoms—a feeling of general malaise 
is experienced, often accompanied by a slight 
feverish sickness. Then comes a sensation of full- 
ness in the head, there is sneezing, a profuse flow 
of tears, an irritating and copious discharze from 


the nose. This means that the mircous mem)rane 
of the nose is inflamed. and if this spreads down 
the bacx ofthe throat, the sufferer becomes hoarse, 
The best way to treat this troublesome 
complaint isto takea “hot drink.’ An orange 
sliced and put into a larg: cup witha little sugar 
sprinkled over it, and boiling water poured upon 
it, and then drunk as hot as possible, is both 
pleasant and beneficial. The feet should be put 
into hot water, with or withouta littl mustard. 
This foot bath should be taken at the bedside: the 
patient should be well wrapped up, and a blanket 
placed across his knees should be drawn outside 
the bath, so as to continue the steam. After keep- 
ing the feet in the water for from 
five to ten minutes, the patient 
should lose no time in getting into bed, where he 
will probably derive great benefit from the general 
feeling of warmth, and from the flow of perspira- 
tion which has been indueed. I: possible, at this 
stage, the patient should remaiu in bed for two 
days, witha fire in his room, which should be 
weil made up at night, so as to keep alight till 
morning. But keeping in bed will do little good 
if the patient persists in holding a newspaper ora 
book to read, for thereby he Is more dangerously 
exposed to cold than if he were up. dressed and 
going aboutas usual. The main pointis to keep 
thoroughly wrapped up and constantly warm, 
Even an uncomfortable degree of heat mty be 
beneficial. 

A small piece of camphor chewed or sucked fs 
very good. So is the inhalation of sulphtrous 
acid gas—a remedy which was found to be in con- 
stant use by the weavers of Kircaldy, who had it 
anonz the materials of their work. Buy two 
ounces of sulphburous acid (dilute) from a chem- 
ist, and then take ont the cork, and inbale— 
through the nostrils only, of course~—the pungent 
gas which is given off. Some use Ferrier’s snuff, 
and find benefit therefrom; but it must be used 
cautiously, as it contains a powerfal 
drug—to wit, morphine. Ten or 
grains of Dover's powders taxenin gruel at be 
time isgood foranaduit, but should not b«ad- 
ministered to children, as it contains opium,whica 
should never be given to them without a doctors 
prescription. To avoid an uupleasant exc>riation 
ofthe nose aed upperlip during the course of a 
cold inthe head, they should be often washed 
thoroughly with soap and tukewarm waiter, anda 
little vaseiine should be applied. If the throat 
feels sore, a chlorate of potash lozenge should be

The Secrets of the Contingent Fand, 
From the New York Sun. 
The Washington correspondent of the New York 
ferald reports that certain congressmen have “ex- 
pressed great annoyancc at what they characterize 
as the false position in which thoy have been 
placed by various newspaper paragrapas criticising 
the purchases for the stationary room, and calcu- 
lated to convey the impression that the books and 
opera glasses which frequently figure in the list of 
such purchases are obtained by members free of 
cost.”’ 

The impression which the publication of the 
contingentiund itemsis calculated to convey, 
namely, thatthe members of congress get these 
articles free of cost, isstrictly accurate. They ob- 
tain their soap, satehels, and playing cards with- 
out cost to themselves, andat the expense of the 
taxpayers. Several years ago the statemen in 
corgresrs votea themselves an annual allow- 
auce of $125 apiece, in addition tosalary and 
mileage. No congress since then has had the hod- 
esty to repudiate the » tty swindle. Tuesupposed 
purpose of the extra allowance isto enabie the 
senators and representatives to procure stationery 
and newspapers for use in the performance of their 
public duties But they are liberally supplied 
with stationery from the common stock, and there 
is no reason why copgressmen should not pay for 
their own newspapers. 

In its practical application, the ‘‘stationery and 
newspaper allowance’’ of $125 provides the hon- 
orable gentlemen with pocket money. It is a sort 
of publie tip. Itisa gratuity exacted of their em- 
ployers by publicgervants whoare not content 
with their reguiar salary. Someof the congress- 
men take the gratuity in merchandise and some 
of them take itin cash. They ought to be more 
or less eshamed of themselves for taking it ia any 
shape. ,

items of experditure from the contingent funds

Coroner Haynes Finds Himself in Demand—

WHAT THE ARTESIAN WELL IS 
DOING AND MAY DO, 


A Talk With Oolonel Baum-—A Very Decided Inter- 
est Awakened Over the Well—How the Crev- 
ice Was FPositively Ascértained— The 
Need for Good Water ia the City. 


Atlanta is beginning to get excited over the 
artesian well. 

‘“‘How’s the artesian well,” is a question 
one now hears every few minutes.

The column of water is n-arly 
1,100 feet high and the pressure would burst 
the strongest boiler in thecity as though it 
were a paper box. Ofcourse working in such 
a column of water makes.the drilling slow. A

A Keception To Be Held Early in April to 
Exhibit Women's Handiwork,. 

The Women’s Exchange of Atlanta was or- 
ganized nearly a year ago, as a branch of the 
Women’s industrial union, which is doing so 
excellent a work in its industrial school. The 
office of this exchange is at present at 70 Cone 
street. In order to develop this, the second 
branch of the union—which is composed of 
about two hundred of the leading ladies of At- 
lanta—it is proposed to hold a reception 
early in April, a which a great variety 
of women’s Sein divrors will be exhibited and 
sold, including fine hand and machine sew- 
ing, embroidery, china painting, imfants’ gar- 
mente, woo! work, cakes and other fine covok- 
ery, preserves, and indeed anything for which 
there is a demand, which woman’s work can 
meet. 

It is hoped that the artists of Atlanta and 
elsewhere will find here a satisfactory distrib- 


uting point for some of their work, The ex- 
change will colleet specimens of such usefnl 
and saleable articles made by the women of 
Georgia, and display them to the 
best advantage for the purpose 
of securing orders for similar 
work. lItis hoped that in this way gentle- 


women in reduced circumstances, who cannot 
or will not compete with professional artisans 
in the shops may find a modest and successful 
way of getting purchasers for their really 
skilful work. 

In order fully to test the practicability 
of thus keeping the worker in one 
home by finding a customer for her work in 
some other home, the exchange asks that 
women’s handiwork of all sorts should be sent 
to its office at the risk and expense of the 
owner, but with the understandtng that or- 
ders will be taken for such work. The pay- 
ment often percent of the sum obtained for 
the work, together with a yearly membership 
fee, entitling two persons to enter work for the 
year, will enable any woman to have the ad- 
vantagesof the exchange. Nothing is to be 
forwarded before some day in March yet to be 
fixed, and the articles must be excellent of 
their kind, and so reasonable in price as to 
secure a ready sale. Before that time the 
names of the committee of reception will be 


published as ‘ guaranty of the 
position of the exchange. It is 
expected that from tbis exhibition will 


ensue a demand and supply which will be of 
equal advantage to buyer and seller. 

The further details of this reception will be 
given to the public in due time. At presentit 
is enough if this announcement attracts the 
attention aud active interest of the women ol 
the state.
